Bradley Is Alleged to Have Fired the 
K.ity Station at West Line, Kas.

K ansas City, Mo.t Aug. 3.— Partial 
and unofficial retu rn s from 70 of the 
114 counties of the state totaled here 
today show Judge H enry Lam m lead­ 
ing John E. Sw anger by 19,884 votes 
for the republican nom ination. 
The returns received here contain 
all of the larger cities and most heavy 
republican counties. 
It was said many 
of the precincts m issing are those in 
which the dem ocratic 
party 
is 
so 
strong that the judges did not count 
the republican ballots. 
Mr. Sw anger’s 
greatest stren g th has 
been 
in

rural districts and it is said the bal­ 
lots yet uncounted may throw him in­ 
to the h ad.

The drought was most severe in Mis­ 
souri and Kansas, wh< re damage has 
been great. 
Corn 
improved in ex­ 
trem e 
southern, 
eastern, 
northern 
and western districts. It is tasseling 
well to the northern limits 
of the 
country. 
Excessive heat in r ent ral 
and in 
northern 
districts delayed 
harvest­ 
ing and unfavorably 
affected spring 
wheat from 
the 
Dakotas eastward. 


Spring wheat has been greatly dam 
aged by black rust in the Dakotas 
and W estern Minnesota, and heads 
are not filled well because 
of 
high 
temperature. 
Excessive heat hastened 
maturity 
of oats in the 
extreme 
north and 
caused poorly filled h^ads. 
Flax and 
buckwheat 
made 
good 
progress and rye and barley harvest 
is 
nearing 
completion. 
Pastures 
meadows, potatoes and gardens were 
unfavorably 
affected 
by 
dry, 
hot 
w eather in the central districts. To

Mange is an eruptive disease com­ 
mon with horses that is very con­ 
tagious. 
It is caused by repeated at­ 
tacks of minute insects which burrow 
into the skin and can be seen easily 
by means of a magnifying glass. 
A 
horse troubled with mange is kept in 
a constant state of irritation which 
soon causes him to reduce in flesh. He 
rubs his head and neck against the 
stall or manger, small pimples appear, 
the hair falls off and the skin Is dry 
and hard. 
Treatment for mange con­ 
sists in separating the affected animal 
from the other animals and thoroughly 
washing it with soap and water every 
second or third day. Afterwards dress 
the animal with this application: Four 
ounces of linseed oil, four ounces of 
oil of tar and three ounces of sulphur. 
Mix and rub into affected parts. 
All 
clothing, harness, etc., which have been 
used on a horse affected with the 
mange should be cleansed good before 
they are used again.

It takes Farm er C 18 min­ 
utes. In unloading, Farm er A requires 
82 minutes; Farm er B, 28 minutes, 
and Farmer C, two minutes. 
To take 
a load of manure to the field and un­ 
load requires 04 hours for A, GO for H 
and 29 for C. 
Considering labor, teams and tools, 
the cost for A is 44 cents a load, or 
$88 for 200 loads; B, 40 cents a load, 
or $80 for 200 doads, and C, 20 cents 
a load, or $40 for 200 loads. 
One can 
soon figure up the value of a manure 
spreader and how quickly this tool 
pays its cost. 
These figures are ac­ 
tual facts and they may be verified 
by any farmer in his own vicinity.

They can he sweetened hv adding 
ground limestoñe whore this process 
is not too expensive and leaching les­ 
sened by Incorporating plenty of hu­ 
mus in the soil. 
This can be done by 
applying stalde manure or plowing un­ 
der green manure in the form of grow­ 
ing crops, etc. 
Alkali soils usually are badly drained 
and can be corrected by supplying this 
factor. 
It Is not worth while to waste 
alfalfa s«*ed on sour or alkaline soils. 
If they cannot be corrected, raise some 
other crop.

RANGE FOR YOUNG CHICKENS 


Problem of Supply Green Feed Does 
Not Receive Sufficient Attention 
From Farmer. 


The problem of supplying a range 
or green feed for chicks does not re­ 
ceive sufficient attention. 
This is an 
important side of the proper rearing 
of poultry and the farmer who has 
sour ski mini lk to spare and a good 
green range has more than half his 
chick problem solved. 
For temporary feeding, one can soak 
oats overnight in water, wash them 
thoroughly next morning and spread 
them in half-inch layers in boxes or 
i trays. 
Place these trays in the shade 
outdoors and sprinkle with w ater twice 
daily, 
fn from three to six days the 
oats will he ready for feeding. For ba­ 
by chicks feed when the sprouts are 
one-half inch long, giving once daily 
w hat the chicks will eat in about ten 
minutes. 
Rape may be sown and, when grown, 
cut up and fed to chicks. 
Cabbage, 
lettuce, mangels, beets, turnips can al­ 
so be used for green feed. 
The only really satisfactory way, 
however, to supply green feed and a 
good range is to sod a piece of land 
to Bermuda grass 
by 
plowing the 
ground and dropping a piece of Ber­ 
muda sod every 33 inches, and to put 
some burr clover into this Bermuda 
grass in the fall.

Wire Covered Yard of Laths, Placed 
Close Enough to Keep Old Fowls 
Out, Will Suffice. 


If old and young chicks are allowed 
to range together, feeding pens should 
he made for the baby chicks. 
A wire 
covered yard of laths, placed 
far 
enough apart to permit the chicks to 
get between, and wide enough so that 
the older birds cannot reach their 
heads in to feed, is cheaply and easily 
made. 
A box deep enough to prevent 
the old birds reaching in, with a wire 
fence in front, will protect the feed 
hoppers from the w’eather. 
In such 
hoppers, keep a dry mash of ground 
grains, charcoal, cracked bone and 
grit. 
The hoppers should not furnish 
the only food; cracked corn scattered 
in the litter makes a good exerciser.
